.  .  LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard-Times  of  August  4  states  as  follows: 

"Staple  cotton  markets  here  and  elsewhere  in  New  England  this  week 
got  down  nearer  to  a  new  crop  basis,  and  most  of  the  quotations  were 
based  on  Fall  shipment,  usually  October-November  for  the  extra  staple 
lengths,  and  September-October  for  the  shorter  cottons.

hi,Th??LraS  lGSS  talk  new  crop  quotations  on  the  longer  types, 

but  there  were  several  houses  ready  and  willing  to  sell  middling  inch 
and  five  thirty-seconds  at  300  on  October  for  Fall  shipment.  Some 
demand  for  old  crop  is  now  in  evidence  at  525  on  but  there  are  no  old 
crop  offerings  under  560  to  375  on,  and  not  many  at  that.    New  crop 
inch  and  three  sixteenths  in  middling,  is  available  at  400  on  and  old 
crop  is  held  at  450  on,  but  neither  has  been  active  this  week  nor 
have  any  of  the 'other  longer  cottons. 

"The  only  exception  to  this  is  Pima  cotton,  which  has  changed  hands 
ma  small  way  around  25  to  25^  cents  for  number  twos  of  full  inch 
and  nine  sixteenths  staple.

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of. July  27,  1935,  contains  the  following 
dispatch  fron  the  Societo  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria,  dated 
July  18  - 


Temperatures  have  been  low  for  the  tine  of  the  year,  and  it  is 
reported  that  the  crop,  as  a  result,  is  unable  to  gain  its  initial 
delay.    The  leafworn  attack  appears  to  have  subsided,  but  a  second 
brood  is  expected  at  any  nonent. 

Boll  formation  is  apace  in  Upper  Egypt,  whilst  in  Lower  Egypt 
flowering,  with  minor  exceptions  in  northern  districts,  is  general. 
However,  the  Nile  waters  are  high,  and  there  is  a  grave  fear  of 
too' early  inundations  of  basin  lands.

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  August  18  states  as  follows: 

"Inquiry  for  spot  and  forward  shipment  cotton  was  somewhat  more  active 
during  the  past  week  but  trading  held  to  rather  modest  volume  with  prices 
showing  a  slightly  easier  tendency,  though  sharp  premiums  still  prevailed 
on  spot  cotton.    Many  houses  are  making  strong  efforts  to  sell  staple 
cotton  for  September- October  shipment  and  are  shaving  their  handling  mar- 
gins practically  to  the  disappearing  point  in  their  attempts  to  get  a 
fair  volume  of  Fall  business  on  their  books  to  work  on  when  the  staple 
crop  begins  to  move.  ***

"Mills  have  taken  a  fairly  liberal  volume  of  new  business  during  the 

past  week  or  two  but  a:;  yet  have  shown  no  disposition  to  increase  operating 
schedules,  though  this  is  expected  before  long  if  the  gray  goods  markets 
in  New  York  continue  to  improve.

The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  August  25  states  as  follows : 

"Better  demand  for  cotton  was  reported  in  almost  all  the  New  England 
cotton  centers  -this  week,  and  trading  became  general  as  mills  moved  to 
cover  their  September-October  requirements,  or  to  fill  in  immediate 
needs  by  picking  up  a  few  spot  lots.    Buying  did  not  involve  any  very 
large  individual  commitments,  but  the  total  for  the  week  was  respectable 
by  reason  of  the  large  number  of  smaller  transactions. 

*  *  * 

"One  of  the  active  sections  of  the  market  this  week  was  that  on  Pimn 
cotton.     Inquiry  has  been  reported  in  several  quarters  of  the  market 
and  some  round  lot  sales  have  been  made  of  very  desirable  cotton.  Prices 
for  number  twos  of  inch  and. nine-sixteenths  staple  or  better  were  around 
25  or  25|-  cents.    Number  ones  of  full  staple  have  sold  as  high  as 
26-g-  cents  but  further  sales  were  made  also  at  26  cents  flat.  Offer- 
ings of  Pima  are  not  plentiful,  but  there  are  certain  quarters  of  the 
market  where  it  can  be  had  at  the  prices  named  above.

"Cotton"  of  Llanchcster,  issue  of  August  10,  1935,  contains  the  follow- 
ing dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria, 
dated  August  1  -  < 

The  weather  has  been  considerably  warmer  and  favourable  to  the 
crop.      However,  the  delay  cannot  yet  be  regained,  and  no  new  receipts 
are  expected  before  next  month. 

In  fact  the  crop  is  now  in  its  most  critical 'period .    A  fresh 
brood  of  the  leafworm  was  reported  in  some  isolated  regions  in  the 
North  Delta,  but  the  pest,  generally  speaking ,  is  ho 'longer '"feared. 
The  Nile,  on  the  other  hand,  is  rising  rapidly.    Gauge  readings  are 
higher  than  they  were  last  year  at  this  time,  when. fears  of  early 
floods  were  entertained.    The  danger  is  considerably  greater  this  year 
with  the  crop  in  delay.  :  '
